Gluecifer "Tender Is The Savage" (Sub 
Pop) 

Not your father's rock-n-roll, for surel This 
record is full of high speed anthems of sin, 
Sex, booze, and destruction, and makes all 
that bad stuff seem fun (isn't it already, 
though?). While still worshipping at the 
altar of their predecessors like MC5 and The 
Stooges, Gluecifer manages to stick out 
amongst a host of new "garage rock" bands 
that simply rehash the old fuzzed-out guitar 
sound. Ifyou like your whiskey straight, 
your coffee black, and your Harley gassed 
up, or are simply just some Polo shirt 
wearin' headbanger, this is sure to please 
and tease you equally. 

Peter Brotzmann Chicago Tentet "Stone 
Water" (Okka Disk) 

Recorded live for a jazz festival in 
Vancouver, this disc features some of the 
hottest free-jazz players alive. There is only 
one track on this CD, but probably a 
hundred parts within the same track. It is a 
delicate balance of structure and 
improvisation carefully executed by the 
likes of Brotzmann (on tenor sax, among 
other things), Mats Gustafsson, Ken 
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Vandermark, Jeb Bishop, Kondo, Fred 
Lonberg-Holm, W.Parker, Kent Kessler, 
Michael Zerang, and Hamid Drake, Most of 
these cats are from Chicago and play 
frequently in various ensembles (way too 
many to list here! ). After seeing the group 
perform this material live, I would highly 
tecommend this. There was a point in the 
show where Brotzmann's mouth slipped off 
the saxophone, and he let offa strange 
barking sound in between the two failed 
notes, The man is a crazy genius, and to 
compose and conduct a piece for such a 
large group is reason enough to hear this. 
Trans Am "Red Line" (Thrill Jockey) 

I got into this group about two years ago (?) 
when their previous album, "Surtender To 
The Night" was released. An interesting 
transformation has occurred since, and this 
album is a musical testament to that 
transformation. Trans Am blends your basic 
live instruments (bass, guitars, drums, 
vocals) with an interesting assortment of 
synthesizer sounds and keyboard riffs, Not 
specifically one genre or another, they 
occupy a middle ground between what is 
called "rock" and "dance" music by today's 
standards. This album is a producer's treat, 
full of audio surprises to both fool and fulfill 
any expectations your ears might have. 
Trans Am put a whopping 21 songs on here, 
and I'm glad they did, because it gives them 
more opportunities to demonstrate their 
capabilities of creating new styles. With an 
album this well produced, however, the real 
challenge will be to make this stuff work on 
stage, and not just on your home stereo. 
Devo "Pioneers Who Got Scalped: The 
Anthology" (Rhino) 

For those of you who just know the 80's hit 
"Whip It", you've been missing out on some 
rcal good shit! I was never all that fond of 
Devo, but this new Anthology looked 
interesting, so I figured it'd be worth a shot. 
Boy, was I glad I picked this up! The title of 
this record is so appropriate, too. They were 
pioneers, ahead of their time when talking 
about the mock-space-age swagger and 
digitized, almost robotic music, or their 
oddball image, And they got scalped, 
meaning that they were not given their fair 
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in many cases, and it's unfortunate, because 
8 lot ofthese songs are real gems. Disc one 
is more enjoyable than disc two, and this 
could have easily been released as a single 
CD, but the hardcore fans who just want to 
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be De-evolved for a bit longer will probably 
argue that point with me. New wave, 
robotic fun... what more does the average 
nerd hope for? 

William Hooker/Christian Marclay/Lee 
Ranaldo "Bouquet" (Knitting Factory) 

A live show recorded last year at New 
York's legendary dlub, The Knitting Factory, 
featuring experimental and improvised 
music featuring Hookér on drums, Marclay 
on turntables, and Ranaldo on guitar and 
"small objects". I am guessing that this was 
the brainchild of Lee Ranaldo (Sonic 
Youth), who has always shown a great deal 
of respect for Martlay in past interviews and 
press. Ranaldo does a lot of atmospheric 
guitar work on hete, which catches the 
attention that is most due to it's balance of 
tunefulness/tunelessness that has made him 
stand out as a guitar player. But it's really 
the big picture that they are trying to create 
here. Marclay operates a variety of 
turntables (and from past pictures I've seen, 
plays over twelve decks!), with different 
records, ranging from ambient, to classical, 
to American pop fnusic that he's bastardized 
with noise effects and the like. Hooker, the 
one in this group whom 1 know the least 
about, shines through at moments, catching 
the listener with his well-phrased drumming. 
At times, this disc becomes a total din of 
chaos which would make Crass say "Fuck 
Yea!", but at other times, the music is sparse 
and edgy enough to make avant-gardsters 
like Brian Eno or John Zorn say "Damnl". 
Hanin Elias "In Flames" (Fatal/Digital 
Hardcore Recordings) 

As the only grrrl screamer in Atari Teenage 
Riot, Elias has less impact on the overall 
sound, leaving most of the beats and 
production to ATR bandmates Alec Empire 
and Carl Crack. She sings like an angel 
who's been kicked out of heaven for 
punching too many guys in the face, and 
now she's full of all of the good ol' piss and 
vinegar that make screaming women so 
loveable. Her new record label, Fatal, is 
entirely devoted to female artists that prove 
too outspoken for corporate media, and 
inside the booklet to this album, the 
comments she writes about the new label are 
pretty radical. It's all about women fighting 
back against oppressive male society, and 
showing that women can scream, too. It's an 
Equal Screaming Opportunity for everyone, 
boys and grrris alike. As for the music, it 
sounds like Atari Teenage Riot minus the 
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news to see what was going on outside of 
the convention, but I didn't see much on the 
protesting. As a result I showed up to Philly 
kind of in the dark, and I knew something 
big had gons down when we pulled up to the 
40/40 club(were the Thrash Fest was being 
held) only to find out the fest had been 
canceled, because the FBI heard it was 
actually a meeting to plan a mass burning of 
the city, Dave (bass player from KFR) and I 
headed to a rally at a park & few blocks 
down were we heard that there were well 
over 400 arrests as a result of the protest. 
Police were forced to open a closed up 
prison to house all of the prisoners who 
blocked up the system by not giving out 
their names. A few weeks after the 
convention some prisoners were being 
released, and 1 heard some of the horror 
stories about what went on in the prisons. 
Protesters were beaten and dragged through 
the prison, they were not given food or 
water for long periods of time, and were left 
in cold rooms for days.(This is the kinda 
thing they don't show you on the 6 o'clock 
news.) After hearing what people went 
through, as a result ofthe protesting it really 
got me thinking, and I gained so much more 
respect for them. I can honestly say that 
when it comes to political matters and 
protesting I haven't been the most active, but 
seeing what people have gone through to 
create change, it makes me feel like there is 
so much more I could be doing. So to the 
people who are out there trying to make a 
differenec keep up the good work. Change 
isn't that far out of reach.

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Radio today just flat out sucks. For almost 
six months the motor for my antenna on my 
car has been broken, but I haven't even 
bothered to fix it, because what's the point? 
My CD player still works, so why should I 
pay $150 to listen to crap? Yes, your right, I 
shouldn't. In Chicago and the suburbs kids 
who are fans of 
indie/punk/hardcore/ska/emo music have 
almost no choices when it comes to music 
on the radio. I think there's no excuse for 
that. Even the beloved band Slapstick 
brought this issue to the front with their 
song, "Alternative Radio". I don't have the 
exact info, but I've talked to many people 
when they've just come home from vacation 
from various places like North Carolina or 
Jacksonville, Florida. They always tell me 
of the awesome "all punk" radio station of 
which they listened to the whole time they 
were there. Around Chicago there is no 
excuse. Here's a fact: Chicago and its 
surrounding suburbs are one of the most 
populace areas of this nation. Cook County 
has the busiest court system second only to 
LA County's. You would think for all the 
people we have living around here, we 
would have more choices when it comes to 
the radio, but I guess we're wrong in that 
assumption. The closest, major 
broadcasting station that we indie fans have 
is Q101. Actually with them it's quite 
funny. They claim they play "alternative" 
music, but lately they have been playing 
"our music". Some examples: "Dumb Pop 
Song" by Lucky Boys Confusion, "Little 
Fingers" by Apocalypse Hoboken,

Beforehand they talked always but now they 
play much more music. They also do great 
things to support local Chicago music by 
announcing upcoming shows and by also 
having local bands in the studios, I'm sure 
everyone in the scene appreciates it to the 
fullest. Some people (mostly in the 
Northwestern suburbs) complain that they 
can't tune into the show because the signal 
isn't as strong. That doesn't matter. While 
All Ages is being broadcasted on the radio 
waves on those above selected times and 
nights it's also on the Internet as well. Go to 
their website (http://surf'to/allages) and go 
to the "audio" section. There is a link there 
that will let you listen to the show live like 
you were at your radio. Everyone who 
hasn't ever heard of this radio show should 
tune in. By listening, you are contributing to 
the scene, and everyone needs to help out in 
some way to keep it alive. Who knows, one 
day, all this great music could be gone from 
lack of support. Even doing something very 
small like listening to All Ages will help in a 
big way. There is still hope for us, believe

Sometimes I think to myself, "Just what are we fighting?". The question peers from 
behind the curtains, staring me down, looking into my eyes. I remember a long time ago, 
feeling pissed-off about things that were out of my control. Since then, I've had so many 
problems occur, that it is almost expected that I will be in some kind of trouble at any 
given time in my life. So, why fight it? It's our nature to rage against things which 
frustrate us; things that we do not understand, or attempt to. We get so worked up about 
things that, upon looking back at the situation afterwards, are relatively minor and 
unimportant to our lifelong existence. Can we overcome those frustrated moments where 
anger pours out of us, or are we servants to this anger? Many would say that it is our 
nature to be angry, and that it is something inside of us that we cannot control, That is 
my point exactly. Control, The fear of it. The need for it. Control, like fire, can either 
help or hurt you. Resistance to this contro} will lead you towards anger. Things that are 
out of your control make you especially angry, don't they? In an attempt to uncover the 
truth about the nature of being angry, and the reasoning behind this, I will approach the 
subject from the angle of a bitter, disenfranchised youth, who lives within a tightly 
regimented system where his rights are constantly challenged, and where his beliefs are 
disregarded.
